Letter fro* Wysniing. 

Editor Times : I have receiv¬ 
ed many ingmries from friends iu 
Pocahontas, relative to the charac¬ 
ter of this country and its inhabi¬ 
tants. If yon will grant me space 
iu yonr columas for a few items, in¬ 
tended as au auswer to all, I proui 
ise to be as brief os my limited 
knowledge of newspaper corres¬ 
pondence will permit. To give iu 
detail, a description of Wyouiug 
its advantages and disadvantages, 
in one letter, would not only be 
asking too mnch space, but would 
worry yonr readers. I will there¬ 
fore, as a preliminary letter, simply 
give yon a brief sketch of Cheyenne, 
in which place I have been liviug 
Tor the past two months,apd which, 
from its rapid advancement after 
its first settlement in 1867,has gain¬ 
ed the title of “The Magic City of 
the Plains.” It is tbe capital of 
Wyoming, and the county seat of 
Laramie County. Its geographical 
position is at the very gateway of 
the Territory, beiug located about 
forty miles from the western line 
of Nebraska, and about twelve 
miles north of Colorado, with an 
attitude of six thousand feet. It 
is tbe commercial center of Wyom¬ 
ing, and headquarters of the great 
cattle ranges of the Woat; beiug 
always noted for the wealth aud 
enterprise of its citizeus. The city 
is on tjie line of the Union Pacific, 
the junction of the Denver Pacific, 
Cheyenne and Northern and the 
present terminus of the Cheyenne 
and Burlington Railways. The 
Union Pacific has recently eomplet 
ed one of the handsomest union de- 
l>ota iu the West, at a cost of over 
$ 100 , 000 ; being 226 feet loug by 
56 feet wide, and constructed of 
rough stone with au imposing tow¬ 
er 128 feet high. 

The Cheyennenml Burlington own 
a depot bnilt of brick aud stone, 
at a cost or $00,000. The general 
shops of the Uuion Pacific have re¬ 
cently been located at Cheyenne,iu- 
volving the expenditure of several 
million.* of dollars and the employ¬ 
ment of flfteen'tjundred men. 

- The City has an extensive sys¬ 
tem of water works; the latest, aud 
most approvied sewerage -system, 
which extends over soven miles of 
streets) fire department nud fire 
alarm system; telephone exchange; 
and incandescent electric light¬ 
ed streets and buildings, besides 
gas for geueral use; has fine busi¬ 
ness blocks; -elegant private resi¬ 
dences ; eleven churches; fonr 
banks; three daily, and four week¬ 
ly newspapers; a capitol building, 
to cost when completed, $300,000; 
three public school buildings, val¬ 
ued at $100,000, aud another auth¬ 
orized to be bnilt at a cost of $l7,-_ 
000, a* conveut school; a territorial 
asylum for 'the deaf, dumb aud 
blind; a vounty hospital, aud ra- 
rious municipal buildings. Fort 
Russell, three miles west of Chey¬ 
enne,has recently been enlarged by 
an expenditure of over $$00,000,and 
is now a permanent military post, 
the largest, aud most importuut in 
the department of the Platte,Camp 
Carlin is located about midway be¬ 
tween tbe City and Fort Russell, 
and is the Government supply de¬ 
pot for various military stations in 
this department. 

All streets withiu the city limits 
have a uniform width of eighty feet 
and people who are accustomed to 
the dilapidated condition of plank 
side walks, view with delight the 
miles of smooth stone dogging aud 
cement sidewalks that liue almost 
every street of t he city. The beau¬ 
ty of the streets and avenues, is 
greatly enhanced by tbe bright 
green turf ou either side of the 
walks, aud, together with the long 
straight linos of trees, forms au 
agreeable feature of tbe City’s land¬ 
scape, No large expenditure will 
ever be required here for pavement 
for nature has provided roads equal 
to the smooth gravel walks of any 
park. The number of pretty lakes 


and broad, smooth boulevard* and 
avenues, and the well dipped lawns 
afford every facility for adornment, 
and together with tbe oool, fresh 
air in summer, and the absence of 
tbe mosquito and other little 
plagues, make Cheyenne a desirea- 
bls summer resort. But. with its 
many attractions, I most not fail 
to note some of it« disadvantages i 
and unattractive elements. Under 
this heading will come the high cost 
of living, the oost and trouble of 
irrigation, high taxes, aud the 
strong wind that blows almost in¬ 
cessantly ; sometimes compelling 
small fragments of stone to rise 
and pelt their victims iu such a 
manner, that one might imagine 
himself among tbe arrows of the 
Indians. Every state in the Union 
and many foreighn nations are rep¬ 
resented among the inhabitants of 
the City, which aggregate about 
10,000; bat tbe principal portion 
ure from the Middle, Western and 
New England states, which, frokU 
their culture, refinement and socia 
bility, indicate a bigli degree of I 
civilization. At another time, 1 
may dwell louger npon the social 
qualities of the people. The b«^m • 
ing of artillery at Fort Rusaell in I 
honor of our national indcjtemleuce. 
has called me to a halt, and I am 
admonished that my letter has al 
ready grown too loiig. if not tax- ; 
ing your patience too much, I may 
in the future, communicate such 
thoughts as may suggest themselves 
relative to other subjects of inter¬ 
est in this country.

She died about a month 
ago, after a sudden illness, and 
Shirdy gave up his employment 
and came to Washington. He has 
been despondent aud allowed his 
grief to take entire possession of 
him.—Staunton Spectator. 

Sullivan and Kllraln 

The prize fight between John L. 
Sullivan, of Boston, aud Jake Kd- 
rain, of Baltimore, which has had 
a world-wide advertisement, for the 
championship of the world, came 
off 100 miles from New Orleans on 
tbe eighth. The ring was pitched 
on a private estate called Richburg. 
The fight commenced at 10 o’clock 
and lasted until 1—three hours and 
75 Aiunds. Sullivau showed him 
selftbe better mau throughout the 
engagement Indeed, had Kiiraiu 
stood up fairly, the fight would not 
have lasted half hour. As it was, 
there were 75 rouuds fought, iu the 
last of which Kilrain’s mau threw 
up the sponge aud gave up the 
fight. Kiiraiu was knocked down 
square 28 times—Sullivau uot once. 
Sullivan proved himself the better 
man as a wrestler, a boxer, a» a 
tactician, and for endurance. Iu 
fact, it was no match at all. The 
fight was ostensibly for $20,000 and, 
the championship of the world. 
Large amounts ol mouey changed 
hands. Neither of the men wore 
seriously injured. Both weie bruis- 
ed considerably—Kiiraiu the sever 
est, with h broken nose.
